For> a second time 


Thomas Mead Bram has been found 
guilty on the charge of having murdered 
Captain C. I. Nash of the Herbert Full- 
er ot« the night of July 13, 1896. 
In ac- 


cordance with the instructions of the 
court the jury were called in at 10 o'clock 
last night. 
It had been the purpose of 


the court if a verdict had not 
been 


reached to sr-nd the jury back to their 
room and adjourn the court until morn- 
Ing. 
This action was^innecessary, for 


the 12 "good man and true" had already 
reached a dwit-ion. 


The furm of th<> verdict was somewhat 


of a surprise, and was Inter character- 
ized by counsel for the defence as a 
compromise verdict, and others 
re- 


garded it as unsatisf.it tory 
They said 


that if a man was guilty of committing 
such an atrocious crime the full penalty 
of the law ought to have been n.eted to 
him. 
It will be recalled thai at the 


beginning of the present trial, or rather 
after it commenced, counsel for the de- 
fence had discovered that the revised 
statutes of 1897 permitted the return- 
Ing of a verdict for murder without the 
penalty at capital punishment. 
The 


jurors were so instructed by the court. 


HELD FOR ARSON. 


"There was only one official banging In 


t\y county," said tbo oa-boomor from 
Drogon, "and it turned out afterward that 
in innocent man was executed in that In- 
Btunco. 
This precedent made even lynch- 


ing very uncommon, so that when a score 
of us started out to hang Abraham Siun- 
uels to the nearest treo it was only after a 
careful consideration of tbe crime he bad 
committed. Samuels was a man of about 
40, small, wiry and agilo. Ho had reddish 
hair and a heavy board, the cut of which 
he was continually altering, and ho was 
always neatly, rather flashily dressed. Ho 
was married to a woman some ten years 
his junior and lived with her and their 
two children on a ranch on tho divide be 
tweon Tin Pot and Shoestring valleys. 


"In spite ol bis generally quiet behavior 


Samuels was very unpopular, partly, 1 
suppose, because of his natty appearance 
and partly because bo was known as a 
wife beater. Mrs. Samuels was not direct- 
ly responsible for this knowledge, for she 
knew no one in the neighborhood and was 
rarely seen off the clearing. She was thin 
and tired looking, and her big gray eyes 
bad that cowed look that always arouses 
sympathy. There was the samo look in 
tbo eyes of her two sous, who, pasaersby 
noticed, always played quietly and with- 
out much apparent enjoyment. It was 
tbo tales these two little fellows told tboir 
mutes at tho district school at Tin Pot 
that first brought to the notice of tho com- 
munity the condition of aflairs in the 
bonie of the Samuels family. 


"Whether it was because of the knowl- 


edge that sho had tho sympathy of the 
community or simply because she hut! 
borne all she could I never knew, but one 
day Alice Samuels turned on bar husbanv 
and drovo him from tho house. A drum 
mor for a dry goods house in Frisco re 
ported one ni^ht that as ho was driving 
over tho divide ho saw Samuels in front 
of his houso door, parleying with bis wife, 
who stood at tbe open wiudow with i 
shotgun. That night Samuels camo to 
town and got very drunk. He was taci 
turn and sullen, which was unusual and 
was noticed. Ho started out in tho dlroo 
tion of bis homo at about midnight. 


"About dtiylipht tho next morning the 


Samuels cubm was burned down. Mrs 
Pamuols escaped with the children, bu 
thero wns no time for her to en\o any o 
her boloiiKings, «M;n clothos Itwasfoum 
afterward that pitchy chips and stove 
wood had beun earned from a pile back o 
tho cabin to n heap of dry bruhbvood am 
hud boen kindled. 
Tlio (lames had buoi 


blown acrobh tho corner of tho clearing lu 
which thu cabin stood, hotting It nliro am 
also tho woods beyond. With no othur cvi 
dence than this thoru was a btrong suspi 
Clon that Samuels had sot tho (iro, and hi 
subsequent actions tended to confirm it 
FoelinK ngiiliif-t him wns Intertilled by th 
fruit that tho flro had Kiiiuod " good star 
along tho divide und \\iis menacing vulu 
nblo property on every side. 


"Within a week f turn tlio time thu fire 


started tho town had grown too hot lor 
Samuels, and in three days more, during 
which tho fires hod done more, daniHgc. u 
lynching boo was proposed, with Samuels 
as its object of attrition. 
As I had been 


injurud by tho linen to a greater extent 
than any othur individual in tlio viciniiy 
I was asked to orpam/.o the bee 1 de 
clined to do that, but 1 went along with 
tho party, morn from cunoMty than from 
any deair« to wroak personal vermeani e 
Samuuls had hosird of our intention »iid 
bad stolen a hors,e and started alonn the 
Smith rivor trail, iniuml'nig, I suppose, to 
proceed down tlio rlMT to its mouth and 
take a steamer for 'Frisco. 


"Tlio pursuing party rode hard, and we 


htghtud Samuels ju'-t at daybreak thu next 
morninn as ho eroded tlio ridge, into the 
Smith river >alley about six miles ahead 
of us. Ho would surely ha\o escapod us 
had it not been that ono arm of tho forest 
liros intercepted him soon after he started 
down tho valley. 
Tho lire had crossed tho 


ridge many miles below, and as it traveled 
np tho valley it presented a solid wall of 
flame which it was impossible to pass. 
From this wall Samuels was forced to 
turn back throe miles below, where he en- 
terud tho valley, and there, was no way out 
except tbe back trail. On this wo inter- 
cepted him soon after, and it seemed as 
though ho could not possibly escape the 
rope, we were carrying for him. He did, 
though, for he was finally consumed in 
the fire he himself had started. He took 
the desperate chanco of trying to swim 
down tho shallow stream, whose flame 


,11 his farm looks as though it had a com- 
ilnution of St. Yitus' dunce and delirium 
.roinons. He tinkers at his poor, perishing 
'rume with cure alls and lotions, pills and 
?la,st«re. lie braces up his decaying virtues 
with good resolutions und poultices bis 
vices with good intentions. He fences bis 
tollies with certain — or, rather, uncertain 
— limitations. And after all ho is the same 
old man. 
Decayed and decaying, weak 


nere and warped there, out of plumb, dis- 
jointed and covered with patches that do 
not renew him nor nnuid him at all, but 
uierolv eniDlias,Uu his degeneration."

Olv«n by Con£r«i»—No Privateering to 


Be Retorted To—Calling Out the Vol- 


unteer* a Matter ol Concern to War 


, Department Omclal*, Owing to Organ- 


liatlon Condition* and a Conflict of 


Statute!—State of Feeling In Madrid. 


Washington, April 21.—The Spanish 


minister, accompanied by six members 
of his staff, left Washington at 7:30 
o'clock last night, and the Spanish gov- 
ernment thus terminated Its diplomatic 
representation in the United States. 
His party left for Toronto, The min- 
ister and his party will stop for a day 
of two on the Canadian side of the sus- 
pension bri«fee and will then sp«nd some 
days In Tornoto. From there th«y go 
to Halifax to take an ocean liner. 


The departure was made without no- 


ticeable demonstration. 
Although a 


considerable number of eecret service 
officers and police was on duty at the 
depot there was at no time any occasion 
for doing more than keeping back a 
crowd of curious onlookers. The min- 
ister stood on the front platform and 
had a few parting words with his friends. 
He spoke feelingly of his departure, Hay- 
ing the clrcuniHtances were most pain- 
ful to him. One of hln intimates ven- 
turtd the suggestion that be would be 
back soon again under much more fa- 
vorable circumstances, but he shook his 
head and said he feared this could not 
be the cane. His request for his pass- 
ports had been mnde only after th« en- 
aotment of a law which attacked Spain's 
sovereignty. Impugned her honor and 
insulted her.

them, but not one Spanish ship will sur- 
render to the American navy. With 
honor at stake, that will be the response 
of the navy of Spain."

Along F street and other 
thoroughfares yesterday nearly every 
bulldinR flew the flag, and gome of the 
larger business houses took on the ap- 
pearance of an Inauguration day. Sev- 
eral of them were literally covered with 
red. white and blue bunting. In the resi- 
dential portions of the city many houses 
tlad the colors, and the city generally 
liad a holiday aspect. Passengers ar- 
riving from a distance reported that the 
enthusiasm was general In the country. 
Nearly every railway station was dee- 
orated, especially along the routes of the 
troops now In motion. At every hamlet 
and village the flag was In evidence, and 


o^rinp crowds everywhere greeted the
